TEST ARMY 


EQUIPMENT 
IN THE LONGEST HIKE. 


EMONSTRATING the serviceabil- 
Do of United States Army , field 
equipment, two sergeants of the 
service and a civilian enthusiast ar- 
rived here yesterday in the course of a 
4500-mile hike from Newport, R. L, 
to San Francisco. 
Sergt. Louis A. Mohr of the Coast 
Artillery, leader and moving spirit of 
the party, is the first man who ever 
crossed the continent afoot with a full 
army pack, while Sergt. Karl Rittman, 
a national man, is the first man 
who has made the journey with the 
full old-line equipment of haversack 
and roll. They are accompanied by 
Charles F. Saunders, a lawyer of Al- 


bany. 
According to the men, their pe- 


pertority of the new pack, which is 
now in use by three infantry compa- 
nies stationed on the Mexican border. 
It differs from the old equipment in 
that mess kit, shelter tent, blankets 
nd ax are contained in one peck, car- 
ed suspended from both shoulders, 
while the soldier formerly carried his 
tent, bed and clothes in a roll on his 
shoulder and his mess kit on one hip. 
The trio left Newport last June 15 
and have covered 4000 miles, visiting 
sixteen States en route. When they 
have delivered a letter to Gov. John- 
son at Sacramento, and then hiked 
into San Francisco, the pilgrimage will 
be ended. 

During all their hike the men have 
averaged twenty-two miles a day for 
every day traveled. Two and a half 
months have been consumed in stops 
for the purpose of earning money to 
pay expenses. 

This they have done by selling post 
cards and by means of a vaudeville 
act entitled Three Wise Men From 
the East.”

CALIFORNIA ORANGES 
FOR THE ANTIPODES. 


ITH a 60,000-car orange crop a 
W possivinity of the near future, 

perhaps even this year, the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange has 
enlisted the aid ot the United States 
Department of Agriculture and the 
State Department in extending the 
marketing fleld to include Tasmania, 
New Zealand, Australia and the 
Philippines. A campaign to enlarge 
the European market will be waged 
through the Exchange's London 
agency. 

According to word received yester- 
day from the Secretary of Agriculture, 
arrangements have just been made for 
special consular reports from these 
countries covering such matters as 
present citrus imports, prices, de- 
mand, both present and potential, and 
water and rail transit and costs. The 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department will conduct the survey 
in the Philippines through specially 
appointed agents, supplementing 
whatever information may be ob- 
tained by the consular agents. 

“Revised estimates show an orange 
crop for 1918-14 of 45,000 cars,” said 
General Manager Powell of the Ex 
change yesterday. This is the second 
largest crop in history, but, given 
normal growing conditions, the com- 
ing crop should run from 55,000 to 


| 


60,000 cars, for there Is a large acre- 
age inte this year.” 


Continuing, Powell stated that 
there is seemingly no bounds to the 
possible acreage and that the pres- 
ent seems an opportune moment to 
look for an orange market beyond the 
seas, 

“With the opening of the Panama 
Canal, water transit is to become a 
factor of vast advantage to us as 
shippers,’ he said. For some years, 
we have been building up a lucrative 
market for our products in the United 
Kingdom. This market is going to 
grow better, for, with the advantage 
of all water rates, we lay down our 
fruit there at prices which our com- 
petitors cannot touch, considering the 
quality of the fruit offered. 

“At the present time we are doing 
some exporting to Australia, but none 
at all to Tasmania, New Zealand and 
the Philippines. All these countries 
offer constantly Widening and lucra- 
tive markets for our fruit, and will 
offer better markets after more di-

MADAME ISE’BELL’S 
BEAUTY LESSON. 


LESSON I—PART m. 
The Care of the Skin. 

The best time to give the face a spe- 
cial treatment is before reth ing. and 
the face should always be thoroughly 
cleansed at that time, whether any 
special treatment is given or not. Mas- 
sage is not always practical at night, 
but, if it is possible, it has a double 
value; during sleep the skin will 
slowly absorb the massage cream and 
the improvement that the Wanipula- 
tion. has effected will be preserved dur- 
ing sleep. | 


Before Going to Bed. 

Begin the evening toilet by thor- 
oughly cleaning, then wash with the 
cleansing cream, using for this pur- 
pose squares of cheesecloth that have 
been washed to remove any stiffness, 
or, better still, pieces of old linen. 
After this bathe the face and neck 
thoroughly in lukewarm water. Do 
not use hot water unless ou are pre- 
paring the face for a blackhead treat- 
ment. Hot water tends to wrinkle the 
skin; the only advantage 'n it is that 
it opens the pores, and the lukewarm 
water will do this sufficiently for an 
ordinary massage. 

Pat the skin dry and then gently 
apply the massage cream, rubbing 
against the lines that are forming 
and very gently patting in the cream 
about the eyes. If the skin is dry, 
some of the cream may be left on all 
night; if the skin is oily, »r if there 
is any tendency toward pimples or 
blackheads, wipe all the cream from 
the face with a slightly damp cloth. 
In the morning bathe the face and 
neck with cold water. 


Use of Washcloths and Brushes. 


the face that is not perfectiy clean. 
Never use anything except a soft face 
towel on the face and neck; keep the 
Turkish towels for the body bath. 
Complexion brushes are sometimes 
useful for special treatments, but they 
fail to do good and may work much, 
harm if they are not perfectly clean. 
Sponges ve a curious attraction for 
dirt and soap and if they are used in 
the general toilet they should be 
washed every day and dried in the sun. 
During the day the face rarely re- 
quires a second thorough cleansing 
bathing it and rubbing it gently with 
a soft wet cloth is sufficient. If this 
fis not sufficient use the face cream 
again with a clean, damp cloth. 


Is Soap Ever to Be Used? 

A pupil writes asking if I believe 
soap should ever be used on the face 
of an adult? My answer is that. as 
all soaps have a certain drying effect, 
they should not be used on a skin in- 
clined to be dry or to wrinkle. A 
cleansing cream should oe used in- 
stead. 

A pure soap, rinsed well from the 
face, will not harm a norma! skin, but 
I do not advise its use daily. An oily 
skin, however, especially ‘f there is 
any inclination to acne, will be bene- 
fited by the use of soap. A pimply 
patch may often be cured Dy covering 
it with a paste of soap and allowing 
this to remain over night. For this 
purpose use common kitchen soap or

COUNCILMEN TRY TO PIGURE 
OUT HOW THEY STAND. 


Great Range of Figures Shown 
When the Vote Is Disclosed—Im- 
portant Matters Discussed, but No 


Final Action Taken Because of 
Mayor's Absence. 


Seven of the eight members of the 
City Council held a caucus yesterday 
afternoon, Councilman Williams be- 
ing absent. Several important sub- 
jects were under discussion, among 
them that of planning for a special 
committee to handle the Griffith funds 
for the proposed improvements in 
Griffith Park; the consideration to 
some extent of candidates for the 
vacancy in the Council caused by the 
death of Councilman McKenzie, and 
the fixing of the gas rates. 

For the latter phase of the caucus 
there were present President Wright 
of the Board of Public Utilities, the 
engineer of that board, and the City 
Attorney and his assistant. : 

No decision was reached as to gas 
rates. No final action will be taken 
by the Council until after the Mayor 
returns from his trip up the Los An- 
geles aqueduct and Acting Mayor 
Whiffen can return to resume his 
duties in the Council. 

The caucus, however, divulged a 
difference of opinion as to the gas 
rate, the figures ranging all the way 
from 30 cents to 52 cents per 1000 
cubic feet for the natural gas. 

The Councilmen took a straw vote, 
each member dropping into a hat a 
slip of paper carrying the figure in 
his mind for the natural gas rate. 
This disclosed that two were for 30 
cents, two for 45 cents, one for 40 
cents, one for 50 cents and one for 
52 cents. Then the average was 
struck, making 41.71 cents per 1000 
cubic feet. This was further dis- 
cussed, but no decision reached.

the world—so small as to amount to but a 
few cents per ton in the general toll 
charges—it seems as if in making this ob- 
jection Great Britain was skinning fleas, and 


that her demand upon us to charge toll to 


American coastwise vessels was based upon 


an apprebension not unlike that of the 


young girl who was discovered weeping by 


the fireside and who assigned as a reason

BY LOUIS UNTERMEYER. 
This, to paraphrase Mr. H. G. Wells's t- 
tle, is what has happened to poetry—it has 
been set free. Free from its self-imposed and 
self-destroying traditions; free from its over 
decorated background, scholarly training; 
free, in a great measure, from itself. Poetry 
has stopped using the speech of the esthete 
or the pedant; it is again expressing itself in 
the oldest language—the language of the 
people. This was foreseen and foretold by 
Whitman and Synge, both pioneers in the 
revolt against a distorted and highly-intel- 
lectualized speech that was related ofily re 
motely to life. “The Americans,” prophe- 
sied Whitman, “are going to be the unos 
fluent and melodious-voiced people in the 
world and the most perfect users of words.” 


The “Leaves of Grass,” that gigantic lan- 


guage experiment, was often regarded by 
him as an effort towards a democratic po 
etry. “It is an attempt,” he once said, “to 
give the spirit, the body, the man, new 
words and new potentialities of speech, an 
American, a cosmopolitan range of seher. 
pression. The new times, the new people, 
the new vista need a tongue according—yes, 
what is more, they will have such a tongue.” 
Some years later Synge wrote in a preface 
to his “Poems,” “Many of the older poets 
(such as Villon and Herrick and Burns) 
used their personal life as their material, 
and the verse written in this way was read 
by strong men, and thieves, and deacons— 
not by little cliques only. . Then, in 
the town writing of the eighteenth century, 
ordinary life was put into verse that was 
not poetry; and when poetry came back 
with Coleridge and Shelley it went into 
verse that was not always human. 


be human again it must learn to be brutal.” 
That it is growing human again there 
can be no doubt. The same change of at- 


titude is taking place in poetry that is so 


evident in modern painting. Beauty in art, 
as a contributor to the April Century points 
out, no longer means “refinement, elegance, 
Chippendale furniture, sweet colors and 
Jewels; and, in the same way, beauty in 
poetry has 


Aegean,” Keats’ “Love in Spring,” 
Myths,” “The Dear, Dear Days” and any 
other age but our own. The times demand 
from the poet something more than the old 
glamor of melody and the tinsel of roman- 
ticisam. It demands what all other arts 
are asking, the expression of strong feel 
ing, the impress of personality, of a fresh 
and individual point of view. Poetry had 
been overrefined and unhuman; its emo- 
tions, like its language, had become pretti- 
fied and artificial. It was steeped in classic- 
ism and its pages were drenched with the 
aroma of the midnight oll. But no longer. 
Whitman, even more prophet than post, 
foresaw it. Thus from By Blue Ontario's 
Shore: 

“Rhymes and rhymers pass away, pooms 

distilled from poems pass away; 
The swarm of reflectors and the polite pass, 
and leave ashes“ 

The poet of today does not get his poem 
from poetry; he is “faithful to thiags.” 
Things concern him: vistas, events, people 
concern him, not a patterned, preconceived 
image about them. A weeping woman does 
not inevitably suggest “Niobe” to him any 
longer; he can write about a sunrise without 
dilating upon “the blush of Aurora.” Life, 
in short, is something more actual to him 
than a personally-conducted tour through 
ullfineche’s “Mythology.” He knows that 
there is nothing commonplace or insignifi- 
cant but is instinct with beauty; that the fact 
is glorious in itself; that “a leaf of grass is 
no less than the journey-work of the stars,” 
and that “the running blackberry would 
adorn the parlors of heaven.” 

And, as poetry has grown more actual 
and human, it has grown simpler. And, 
logically enough, as it has grown simpler, 
it hag become more readable. This is the 
principal reason for the astonishing way in 
which the public has taken to verse; the 
reason why, to quote a prominent publisher, 
“the poets have broken into the best-sellers 
class.” People have found out, very :nuch 
to their own surprise, that they actually 
could read poetry. And, what is more, they 
discovered, with even greater amazement, 
that they could enjoy it. A special train- 
ing, a preparatory knowledge of the classics, 
an acquaintance with rare legends and rarer 
words is no longer required. It is the use of 
this vigorous and actual speech that makes 
the work of such utterly dissimilar poets as 
John Masetield, Edwin Arlington Robinson, 
Lascelles Abercrombie, James Oppenheim 
(whose remarkable new poems are to be 
published shortly,) Rupert Brooke and Ra 
bindranath Tagore, so personal and alive 
Each man in his own idiom, but always in 
the language of the people, is expressing 
both himself and his age. Poetry has once 
more become democratic; it is no longer an 
exclusive diversion for the languid and lite- 
rary. It is no longer a dead tongue. It re- 
fiects with its rich speech the rich inten- 
sity of the day; it has ceased to record, in 
recondite phrases, a life that was appre- 
hended only dimly, being retiected from one 
literature to another—like something seen, 
not directly, but through a long line of old 
mirrors. 

In Whitman’s “Song of the Exposition” 
occurs this passage: 

Come, Muse, migrate from Greece and Ionia. 

Cross out, please, those immensely overpaid 
accounts; 

That matter of Troy and Achilles’s wrath, 


Placard ‘Removed’ and “To Let’ on the rocks 
of your snowy Parnassus. ... 
For know a better, fresher, busier sphere; 
a wider, untried domain awaits and de- 
mands you.” 
The spirit of these five lines, it seems to 
‘me, is the force that actuates all the “new” 
poetry; it is the spur and sword of our 


For poetry is no longer an escape 
from life; it is spirited encounter with it.

Obstruction Very Door of 
Church?—Not So Anyone Could 
Notice—This Minister Is Ready to 
Give Battle. 


Rev. W. 1. Williams of the Cum- 


berland Presbyterian Church is a 
fighting parson, and dared City Prose- 
cutor McKeeby yesterday to make him 
and his flock re-erect a fence that 
Robert Stoll, real estate man, built at 
the very door of the church. 

City Prosecutor McKeeby replied 
that wrong had been done and that 
it must be righted. 

Declaring that the Lord would not 
have permitted such a fence to exist, 
nor would He have built it again. the 
minister took his stand and defied the 


@iresolution declares 


owner of the fence and the city prose- 
cutor. Words welled out of the office 
as the combatants argued. en 
Slammed doors announced a bitter 
feud was on. 

As a result, a warrant was issued 
for the arrest of the fighting minister, 
and he will appear in court today. 

Stoll owns a strip of property ad- 
joining the site of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church at Fifty-seventh 
and Hoover streets. Stoll wished to 
sell the property to the church, bu 
his offers were considered high. — 

Recently he constructed a fence. 
The materials he used were those 
most available, sticks and stones and 
a few bricks to complete the color 
harmony. The wall extended into the 
road, and clung to the very door of 
the church. 

Feeling was strong in the neighbor- 
hood, and the parishioners of the 
church were belligerent. One night 
part of the fence disappeared under 
the influence of firebrands. 

The next night the remainder of 
the fence was torn down. Stoll de- 
manded payment. He appealed to 
the city prosecutor, and the city 
prosecutor asked the Rev. Mr. Wil- 
Hams to call at his office for an 
amicable adjustment of the differ- 
ences. 

The minister called at the office 
yesterday, and soon Stoll appeared. 
The cause of the fence’s disappe 
ance was not denied. The mini 
admitted that the children of t 
church had a hand in the disappeafr- 
ance of the fence. 

Stoll was willing to arbitrate. So 
was the Rev. Mr. Williams.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—The bust 


ness of play is now fairly well es- 
tablished in several hundred cities of 
the United States and Canada, and 
is cafried on at an expenditure of 
millions of dollars. ‘This extent of 
the movement to provide play- 
grounds and leaders to make play 
and recreation wholesome and effi- 


ent is revealed in the annual cen- 
sus just taken by the Playground 


and Recreation Association of Amer- 
fica. Every community of over 5000 
inhabitants In this country and Can- 
ada was reached by letter and over 
a thousand cities responded with 
specific reports on what is or is not 
being done to aid children and adults 
in their play and recreation. 

Six hundred and forty-two cities 
reported themselves active in the 
playground movement and many 
others said they were alive to needs 
of this sort, and were working to es- 
tablish play centers. One of the 
most phases of the re- 
port is_the showing of growth of 
municipal support. Less than e 
is left to private philanthropy, for in 
111 cities the support is now entirely 
municipal. There are 115 cities in 
which the support is divided between 
municipal and private funds, and 110 


in which the work is supported whol- 


ly by private benefactors.

SECRECY BECOMING CLOSER. 


As work on all the new craft pro- 
gresees, the network of secrecy sur- 
rounding each one is drawing tighter. 
They are now reaching a stage in 
construction where a glimpse might 
reveal the most important feature of 
their designers’ craftiness. This is 
expecially true of the Herreshoff boat, 
which is further advanced than any of 
the others. Each undoubtedly has 
some special distinction that its crea- 
tor is relying on more a general 
design, and while their models have 
heen worked out to a definite end, 
none of them is so far along that 
changes could not be made. 
There never has been as keen rival- 
ry in the constructién of a defender 
before. It has been years since more 
that one yacht has been built for the 
defense of the cup at any one time. 
In the meantime construction of rac- 
ing yachts has been developed to the 
minutest details. Heretofore, the only 
rivalry has been in the construction 
of the challenger and one defender.

UTMOST PRECAUTION OBSERVED. 
In speaking of the precautions that 
are being taken to maintain this sec- 
recy, Robert W. Emmons, II., man- 
ager of the flag officers’ syndicate tha 
ordered the Herreshoff boat said:

FREAK LEGISLATION. 


A Rhode Island Law Maker Would 

Impose Severe Penalty for Wearing 

Presses Buttoned in the Back. 

York Tribune:] Representa- 
tive Giannoti introduced an act in the 
Rhode Island State Legisiature pro- 
hibiting women from wearing cloth- 
ing which buttons up the back. 

The act was taken jokingly, and 
Speaker Davis sent it to the 
tee on Public Institutions. The act 
reads: 

„Section 1. All females in this 
State are hereby prohibited from 
wearing any dress, garment or other 
apparel buttoned up the back, unless 
such dress, ent or apparel is 
equipped with buttons of the size of 
a quarter of a dollar in United States 
coin, and with buttonholes sufficiently 
jarge to slip easily and quickly over 
buttons of said size. 

“Section 2. Any female violating 
the provisions of Section 1 of this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $1 or more than $3, or by im- 
prisonment at hard labor in the kitch- 
en for a period not to exceed six 
months, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment. 

“Section 3. The fact that the spring 
season is now approaching and that 
Easter is close at hand creates ar. 
emergency; therefore, this act shall 
take effect and is in force from and 
after its passage.” 


THE LAW OF FINDING. 


The Right to Keep an Article Dis- 

covered Depends Upon the Mind of 

the Individual. 

[Baltimore American:] The old 
rule, “finding is keeping,” is no long- 
er a part of the common law of Eng- 
land or even of Scotland, where we 
know that they keep the Sabbath and 
everything else they can lay their 
hands on. 

The rule today, and a very sensible 
and practical rule it is, seems to be 
this: “If a man finds goods that 
have been actually lost or are reason- 
ably supposed by him to have been 
lost, and appropriates them with in- 
tent to take the entire dominion over 


them, really believing when he takes 


them that the owner cannot be found, 
it is not larceny; but if he takes them 
with the like intent though lost, or 
reasonably believing that owner 
can be found, it is larceny.” ; 
Thus if my caddie, knowing that I 
have lost a ball in the road at the 
tenth, goes back in the evening and 
finds it, well kno‘ by the gaping
